To  the  Mayor,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  information  my  first  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1948. 

As  I took  up  my  duties  in  the  Borough  in  October  of  this  year-, 
the  major  pordon  of  the  work  detailed  in  the  report  was  carried  out  while 
Dr.  N.  Lucas  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  NationalHealth  Service  Act  came  into  operation  on  July  5th, 
and  as  a result  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  certain  services  was 
transferred  from  this  Committee  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  the 
Ambulance  Services  were  handed  over  on  the  appointed  day  to  the 
Cheshire  County  Council  and  the  duty  to  provide  accommodation  for 
Infectious  Diseases  was  transferred  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  for  the  year  was  24.24  per  thousand  live 
births,  this  being  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  for  the  Borough.  The 
Death  Rate  was  15.29  per  thousand  civilian  population,  a figure  much 
higher  than  1947,  and  the  Birth  Rate  was  18.15.  The  Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  was  Nil. 

There  were  no  serious  epidemics  during  the  year  although  the 
number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  increased  from  154  to  191  and  the 
number  of  tuberculosis  cases  notified  increased  by  8,  to  21. 

The  progress  shown  in  dealing  with  overcrowding  in  the  Borough 
has  been  maintained  and  during  the  year  148  houses  and  8 bungal.'i\7s 
were  completed  and  tenanted.  The  problem  is  by  no  means  solved  a*? 
there  is  a good  deal  of  overcrowding  still  to  be  relieved.  Table  VIII  gives 
an  analysis  of  the  number  of  families  re-housed  and  the  re.ison  for  their 
removal  to  a Corporation  house. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  all  the  help  and  encouragement ' they  have  given 
to  the  Department  during  the  year.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

Dukinfield  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  River  Tame  which 
forms  its  northern  and  western  boundary.  The  most  populated  part  of 
the  town  lies  to  the  northwest,  where  the  river  changes  its  direction  and 
runs  southwards.  The  town  itself  is  mainly  situated  on  gradually  sloping 
ground  but  the  eastern  end  of  the  town,  which  is  mainly  rural  in  character 
rises  to  a height  of  700  feet.  The  sub-soil  is  in  some  places  loamy  clav 
and  in  others  sandstone  and  the  outcrop  the  Permian  system.  Underneath 
there  are  some  coal  measures  but  these  are  not  worked. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

There  is  very  little  unemployment  in  the  town  to-day  and  the 
inhabitants  are  mainly  engaged  in  industry.  Industries  in  the  town 
consist  of  cotton  manufacturing,  engineering,  boiler  making,  rope 
manufacturing,  plastic  manufacturing,  wagon  repairing,  soap  works,  (iyc 
works,  an  electric  accumulator  works  and  a brewery.  Dairy  farming  is 
carried  on  in  the  15  farms  which  are  mainly  situated  in  the  rural  part 
of  the  town.

The  Death  Rate  of  15.29  is  higher  than  has  ever  been  recordec!  since 
1930  and  reference  to  Table  V shows  that  this  increase  is  in  the  main 
due  to  the  number  of  Deaths  from  cancer  and  other  malignant  diseases, 
over  previous  years’  figures.  The  figures  for  last  year  were  24  males  and 
14  females,  as  against  30  males  and  30  females  for  1948. 
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The  Birth  Rate  o£  18.15,  although  lower  than  last  year,  is  much 
higher  than  any  pre-war  figure. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  24.24  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  and 
can  probably  be  attributed  to  the  advances  of  medical  science  and  to  the 
continued  supervision  of  mothers  and  babies,  both  at  the  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  clinics  and  to  follow-ups  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  compare  the  present  figure  with  the  figures 
quoted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  years  1892 — 1901.

The  number  of  notihcation.s  of  Tuberculosis,  botli  Pulmonarv  and 
Non-Pulmonary,  increased  this  year.  Tire  reason  for  diis  is  difficult  to 
find  but  It  may  be  that  an  cxplaination  can  be  found  in  the  overcrowdeti 
conditions  in  which  a percentage  of  the  population  are  now  living  and  to 
the  shortage  of  accommodation  for  tuberculous  patients  in  Sanatoria. 


In  connection  with  overcrowding,  an  infectious  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  is\  given  high  priority  on  the  Housing  List  and  during  the  vear 
approximately  eight  families  in  which  there  was  a tuberculous  patient,  have 
been  re-housed.  In  addition  there  are  several  other  instances  of  families 
being  re-housed  who  had  been  living  in  lodgings  where  there  was  a parienti 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.

Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1948. 

During  this  year,  the  majority  of  the  complaints  received  consisted 
maitily  of  housing  defects  such  as  leaking  roofs  and  eavesgutters, 
defective  plastering,  and  blocked  drainage.  The  complaints  mostly 
originated  from  cottage  property  but  on  the  whole  I found  the  owners 
of  this  type  of  property  were  very  co-operative  in  the  execution  of 
repairs  ; property  repairers  and  contractors  in  the  town  are  also  usually 
anxious  to  assist  the  department. 

My  inspection  of  the  houses  revealed  that  m very  few  cases  was 
there  any  cause  to  complain  of  dirty  conditions  and  only  in  rare  case^ 
were  verminous  conditions  found  or  reported  to  the  office. 

Two  workmen  are  employed  by  the  department  ; one  as  a 
drainman  and  the  other  as  a rodent  operator.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 


There  are  15  farms  in  the  Borough,  9 supply  non-gradcJ  and 
7 graded  milk  (6  accredited  and  1 tuberculin  tested). 

16  samples  were  taken,  2 of  which  were  unsatisfactory  ; this 
sampling  of  milk  has  been  carried  out  as  a routine  measure  by  the 
County  Council. 

The  farms  in  the  Borough,  although  not  new  buildings,  are 
kept  in  a very  clean  condition  and  are  a credit  to  the  farmers' 
themselves. 


MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out  on  a rota  basis  by  the' 
Meat  Inspectors  of  the  Boroughs  of  Dukinfield,  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  Stalybridge,  at  the  Ministry  of  Eood  Slaughterhouse  which 
is  situated  within  the  Borough  at  Wharf  Street. 

In  September  of  this  year  a Ministry  of  Eood  Slaughterhouse 
was  opened  in  Stalybridge  and  from  that  date  the  Stalybridge  in- 
spectors ceased  to  inspect  meat  at  the  Dukinfield  Slafughterhouse. 
The  work  is  now  done  by  the  Dukinfield  and  Ashton-under-Lyne 
inspectors. 

The  method  of  inspection  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and 
once  again  I tender  my  best  thanks  to  my  neighbouring  colleagues 
for  their  co-operation  in  this  work. 

The  figures  which  follow  relate  to  the  meat  inspected  and, 
condemned  by  me  ; the  meat  inspected  by  my  colleagues  from 
neighbouring  towns  is  not  included.

One  case  of  suspected  Anthrax  was  reported  in  two  pigs  but 
Veterinary  examination  proved  negative. 


SWINE  LEVER  ORDER  OE  1938. 

One  case  of  suspected  Swine  Lever  was  reported  on  farm 
premises  within  the  Borough  but  on  Veterinary  examination  it 
was  found  not  to  exist. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year,  126  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  were 
investigated.  95  premises  were  found  to  be  infested,  46  by  rats. 
Successful  treatment  resulted  in  91  cases.  425  houses  were  visited 
'during  the  course  of  a house-to-house  survey. 


Sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  continued  -liming  die 
year,  with  satisfactory  results.
